1) Inventive Step

The present invention relates to a photographing device with an iris pattern comprising a digital 
camera, an LEO lamp, a power supply device, and a lens. This photographing device has such 
characteristics that power is supplied by being connected to a computer, the LEO lamp is installed at 
both sides of the camera lens to control the light and luminosity, and a control unit for controlling 
the focus range can be extended or retracted in a horizontal direction. 

D1 relates to an iris photographing device, wherein a cable is connected to a recognition device so 
that the image of an iris taken by the iris photographing device may be displayed on a monitor. This 
device is characterized by controlling the power of a luminous element, thereby controlling the light. 
But the technical features of the claims 1-4, 6, 11-15, 17, 19-21 of the present invention are similar 
to those shown at [0023]- [0028] , [0031]-[0039] , [0064], [0078]- [0080] , fig.1-fig.3, and fig. 9 of the 
prior document D1. 



02 relates to an iris recognition system, characterized by a telescopic- type thin zoom lens for 
photographing an iris. In this prior document 02, the configurations of adjustable focusing lens are 
suggested by means of the zoom lens. 



Thus, the mentioned technical features of the present invention, such as focal length and external 
illumination blocking device, are considered to be easy configuration to a person skilled in the art.
